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A  Better  Place 
to  Live 

Reshaping  the  American 

Suburb 

Philip  Langdon 

What  is  it  about  modern  American 
suburbs  that  has  led  to  so  much 
dissatisfaction?  How  has  the  typical 
suburban  design  of  the  past  fifty 
years  exacerbated  the  stress  of  daily 
life,  and  what  better  alternatives  can 
be  found?  With  these  questions  in 
mind,  Philip  Langdon  crisscrossed 
the  country  to  see  how  suburbs  are 
being  built  and  to  interview  design- 
ers, developers,  planners,  and 
residents.  The  first  results  of  his 
research  were  published  in  a  1988 
cover  story  in  the  Atlantic.  Since 
then,  he  has  broadened  his  analysis 
to  create  this  well-illustrated  and 
highly  readable  book. 

Training  his  eye  on  houses, 
streets,  parks,  gathering  places, 
stores,  employment,  and  transporta- 
tion, Langdon  shows  how  these 
elements  can  generate  frustration 
and  isolation  or,  under  better 
circumstances,  contribute  to  a  more 
congenial  way  of  life.  He  points  out 
the  underappreciated  virtues  of 
older  suburbs  and  takes  a  close  look 
at  the  neotraditionalist  movement  in 
community  design,  whose  advocates 
seek  to  emulate  the  most  pleasing 
aspects  of  older  suburbs.  Without 
ignoring  the  obstacles  to  change, 
Langdon  shows  how  suburbs  could 
be  designed  much  differently  than 
they  are  today — with  networks  of 
walkable  streets,  neighborhood 
stores  and  gathering  places,  com- 
pact town  centers,  and  more  varied 
and  affordable  housing.  His  book 
provides  both  an  incisive  critique  of 
existing  practices  and  an  intriguing 
glimpse  of  some  of  the  best  work 


being  done  by  a  new  generation  of 
community  designers. 

A  frequent  contributor  to  the 
Atlantic,  philip  langdon  has 
written  five  previous  books,  includ- 
ing Orange  Roofs,  Golden  Arches: 
The  Architecture  of  American  Chain 
Restaurants  (1986),  American 
Houses  (1987),  and  Urban  Excel- 
lence (1990).  He  is  author,  with 
Steve  Thomas,  of  This  Old  House 


Kitchens  (1992)  and  This  Old 
House  Bathrooms  (1993).  His  work 
on  American  suburbs  was  supported 
by  a  grant  from  the  Graham 
Foundation  and  a  fellowship  from 
the  National  Endowment  for  the 
Arts.

A  probing  study  of  the  way  diverse 
conceptions  of  nature  shape  our 
responses  to  specific  environmental 
issues,  this  book  examines  the 
recent  clash  over  a  proposed  deer 
hunt  on  the  largest  public  watershed 
in  Massachusetts. 

Concerned  that  the  unchecked 
growth  of  the  deer  population  might 
contaminate  the  Quabbin  Reservoir 
— the  principal  source  of  drinking 
water  for  greater  Boston — propo- 
nents of  the  hunt  argued  that  some 
form  of  management  was  essential. 
Opponents  contended  that  the  deer 
posed  no  threat  to  the  reservoir's 


ecosystem  and  that  a  natural 
balance  would  be  achieved  if  the 
animals  were  left  undisturbed. 

In  analyzing  this  public  dispute, 
Jan  E.  Dizard  draws  on  a  wide 
range  of  sources,  including  inter- 
views with  resource  managers, 
animal  rights  advocates,  hunters, 
and  environmentalists.  He  shows 
how  each  faction,  while  sharing 
some  common  ground  with  the 
others,  projects  different  meanings 
onto  nature.  Those  who  oppose  the 
hunt  tend  to  see  nature  as  delicately 
balanced,  even  harmonious,  and  hu- 
man intervention  disruptive.  Those 
who  favor  the  hunt  see  nature  as 
chaotic  and  unruly,  something  that 
must  be  tamed  and  kept  in  check  by 
conscious  management. 

Dizard  examines  this  local  con- 
troversy within  the  context  of  a 
century-long  national  debate  over 
how  to  harvest  yet  at  the  same  time 


protect  our  natural  resources.  In  so 
doing,  he  sheds  light  on  issues  such 
as  the  preservation  of  wilderness, 
the  protection  of  animals,  and  the 
fundamental  relationship  between 
human  beings  and  the  world  we 
inhabit.

In  this  innovative  study,  Gene 
Bluestein  proposes  that  we  revise 
our  ideas  about  the  meaning  of 
folklore  in  the  United  States,  begin- 
ning with  our  definition  of  what  is 
"folk"  and  what  is  not.  To  this  end, 
he  advances  the  notion  of  "poplore" 
as  more  accurately  reflective  of  the 
popular  and  commercial  roots  and 
dynamic,  syncretic  traditions  of 
American  democratic  culture. 

In  making  his  case,  Bluestein 
closely  examines  the  folk  ideology 
of  Johann  Gottfried  Herder,  whose 
theories  of  nationalism  strongly 
influenced  American  scholars  from 
Ralph  Waldo  Emerson  and  Walt 
Whitman  to  Constance  Rourke  and 
Alan  Lomax.  At  the  same  time,  he 
challenges  the  idea  of  "fakelore" 
popularized  by  Richard  M.  Dorson 
and  his  followers,  a  concept  that 
assumes  unchanging  standards  of 
what  is  genuinely  or  purely  "folk." 

To  illuminate  the  significance  of 
"poplore"  in  contemporary  culture, 
Bluestein  shows  how  Woody 
Guthrie,  Pete  Seeger,  Jean  Ritchie, 
and  other  artists  have  creatively 
adapted  traditional  folk  materials  in 
their  work.  The  book  also  includes 
interviews  with  legendary  banjo 
picker  and  singer  Buell  Kazee  and 
with  the  founder  of  Folkways 
Records,  Moe  Asch.

Exploring  the  connections  between 
autobiography  and  postmodernism, 
this  book  addresses  self-representa- 
tion in  a  variety  of  literatures — 
Native  American,  British,  Chicana, 
immigrant,  and  lesbian,  among 
others — in  genres  as  diverse  as 
poetry,  naming,  confession,  photog- 
raphy, and  the  manifesto.

After  graduating  from  Yale  in  1937, 
Edward  Gulick  spent  two  years  in 
China's  Hunan  Province,  teaching 
English  at  a  mission  school  for 
Chinese  boys.  Faced  with  the 
prospect  of  invasion  and  military 
occupation  by  the  Japanese,  the 
school's  leaders  moved  the  students 
to  safer  quarters  in  a  distant  town. 
Gulick  participated  in  the  evacua- 
tion, traveled  widely  in  the  area, 
and  kept  detailed  journals  of  his 
experiences.

Niagara  Falls  was  a  lightning  rod  for 
nineteenth-century  enthusiasms.  Al- 
though travelers  came  to  the  Falls  to 
experience  a  place  they  considered 
outside  the  world  of  their  ordinary 
lives,  they  brought  with  them  their 
contemporary  concerns.  Many 
tourists  were  obsessed  with  the  mys- 
teries of  death,  others  with  scientific 
or  religious  speculation.

The  landscape  surrounding  the  Falls 
contains  not  only  parks  and  religious 
shrines  but  also  circuses,  horror 
museums,  and  factories.  People  travel 
to  Niagara  not  only  to  experience 
nature  but  also  to  celebrate  marriages 
or  commit  suicide. 

One  way  to  make  sense  of  these 
bizarre  "human  accumulations,"  as 
H.  G.  Wells  called  them,  is  to  take 
seriously  the  Niagaras  people  have 
imagined.  This  book  focuses  on  four 
interlocking  themes  that  recur  time 
and  again  in  descriptions  of  the  Falls: 
Niagara  as  a  thing  imagined  from 
afar,  as  a  metaphor  for  death,  as  an 
embodiment  of  nature,  and  as  a  focus 
of  future  events.  Using  the  skills  of  a 
cultural  geographer,  McGreevy  dis- 
covers some  surprising  connections 
between  the  Niagara  people  have 
imagined  and  the  one  they  made,  be- 
tween its  natural  grandeur  and  its 
industrial  exploitation,  between 
Frederick  Law  Olmsted's  Reservation 
and  the  Love  Canal.

This  book  examines  modernism  as  a 
cultural  and  literary  phenomenon. 
Jewel  Spears  Brooker  distinguishes 
between  two  groups  of  modernists, 
one  consisting  mostly  of  exiles  and 
characterized  by  internationalism 
and  intellectual  complexity,  the 
other  comprising  primarily  artists 
who  consciously  resist  the  aesthetic 
and  political  tendencies  of  the  first 
group.  Her  focus  is  on  the  first

Viewing  modernism  as  an 
ideological  term,  she  evaluates  con- 
tending theories,  including  those  of 
Jeffrey  Perl  and  of  Sandra  Gilbert 
and  Susan  Gubar. 

Brooker  argues  that  modernism  is 
characterized  by  a  pattern  of  "mas- 
tery and  escape" — a  dialectical  play 
of  opposites  that  moves  forward  by 
looping  back,  attempting  to  secure 
the  future  by  redeeming  the  past. 
She  shows  that  this  pattern  is  per- 
vasive in  modernist  theories  of 
history,  psychology,  and  culture. 
The  heart  of  her  study  is  an  explora- 
tion of  this  pattern  in  philosophy, 
particularly  in  the  neo-idealism  of 
F.  H.  Bradley,  whose  work  provided 
the  subject  of  Eliot's  doctoral  dis- 
sertation. Brooker  maintains  that 
Eliot's  strongly  dialectical  imagina- 
tion was  at  once  confirmed  and 
shaped  by  his  philosophical  work. 
In  the  course  of  Mastery  and 
Escape,  she  analyzes  many  of  Eliot's 
major  poems.
